The total area of land fit for til- 
lage is estimated at 302,200,000 acres. 
In 1918, only one-sixth of This land 
(51,427,190 acres) was under crop. 

Of the 179,000,000 acres fit to farm

Experiences of an . 
Irrigation Farmer 


After Several ‘Hard Years, the Tide 
Begins to Turn 

One of the most enthusiastic far- 
mers in Alberta is J. A. Commaert, 
whose place is located some cight 
iniles east of Strathmore, , Mr. Cam- 
maert is a native of Belgitm. About 
ten years ago he settled on the land 
which he still occupies. For some 
years he had hard sledding. In 1910 
he had some wheat under irrigation 
and it was the only good crop on 
his place, The acreage under irriga- 
tion, however, was only small, and, 
like many a farmer in the carly years 
of his experience, he lost all the avail- 
able money om hand, The crop of 
1911 was put in on credit, but frost 
came along and again the season’s 
operations netted a loss. The follow- 
ing two years were ¢qually difficult, 
but in 1914 the tide began to turn, 
Some crop sown that year on irri- 
gated land turned out well, By 1918 
things were going pretty well and he 
had 7,500 bushels of grain, all grown 
under irrigation. This year the farm 
has produced splendid crops of wheat, 
oats, barley and alfalfa. 

Mr. Cammaert attributes his stead- 
ily increasing “prosperity to irriga- 
tion. He is one of the farmers who 
has constantly, pinned his faith in 
that method of:farming. Even when 
the tide of public opinion in his lo- 
cality was running strong in the other 
direction he kept right on believing 
in irrigation and. extending his system 
on his land, 

This year he has threshed as high 
as 61 bushels per acre of wheat from 
his seed plot. He also threshed 611% 
bushels of barley and 90 bushels of 
oats per acre, Alfalfa ran four tons 
to the acre from two cuttings, Nat- 
urally Mr, Cammaert believes that his 
faith in irrigation has been complete- 
ly vindicated,

One unexpected result of the Lon- 
don railway strike was to introduce
